HE Affair of the African Trade having ſo long depended in Parliament ; and there 
being Reaſon to hope that all Diſintereſted Perſons, are now at laſt Convinced of 
the Abſolute Neceſſity of Settling the ſame this Seſſion ; The Company humbly 
| Conceive, that all reaſonable Methods ought to be taken both by themſelves and their 
- Adverſaries, for the more eaſy and effectual Accompliſhment of ſo good and neceſſary an 
End : And the Company having by too long Experience obſerved, That all the Pamphlets, 
Papers, Speeches, and Diſcourſes of the Separate Traders, inſtead of Conſidering the Nature of 
the Trade, as it is in its ſelf, and Anſwering the Arguments produced in favour of a Company, 
are only filled with bitter lnvectives, and ſcurrilous Reflections, againſt the Management and 
Managers for the Company; That no time may be loſt- in ſuch a Material Controverſie, as 
the Preſervation of the African Trade; and that the Patience of that Honourable Aſſembly, 
befure whom both Parties are allowed to be heard, may not be tired, the Company Hombly ' 
beg leave to obſerve, TS 1 | 


That. when ever they have had the Honour to appear at the Bar of the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, and in all their Papers, Speeches and Diſcourſes, they have ever avoided to 
mix Private or Perſonal Reflections, with an Affair of ſo Publick a Concern ; and have made 
it their. Principal Endeavour to Demonſtrate the Neceſlity of Carryinz on the African Trade 
by a Joynt-Stock, from the Nature, Importance, and uncommon Circumſtances of the ſaid Trade; This 
is what the Company always have propoſed and ſtill are ready to Demonſtrate to the Honour- 


able Houſe of Commons. 


f On the other ſide the Separate Traders, in all their Pamphlets, Papers, Speeches and Diſ- 
* courſes; inſtead of Anſwering the Arguments, for an African Company and ſhew ing how it may 
Certainly and Advantageovſly be preierved and carryed on in an open Way; have made it 
their Chief Study, how to divert ſuch Reaſonable Expectations, by filling vp their Papers, 
ſtuffing their Speeches and Diſcourſes, both at the Bar of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, 
and Elſe where, with Reflections on the Companies Paſt Misfortunes, and Scurrilous Invectives, 
againſt the Preſent Managers. | 
Thus for Inſtance, in ſeveral of Their Papers, &c. They have not ſcrupled to call them 
Pyrates, Traytors, Cheats, Stock-7obbers, Exchange-Alley- Men, and Bankrupts; They have Affirmed 
that the Alanagers of the Company have called in Money to Divide among one another, that they 
underſtand no other Trade than what is Practiced in Exchange-Alley ; That they neither know 
nor deſign any thing, but their own Private Intereſt ; That they are Men of Art and Trick, 
Dreſſed vp in Bears Skins, with many other ſuch Scandalous Epithets and Characters. All 
which as they -are Manifeſtly Falſe and Groundleſs, ſo what Relation they have to the Grand 
Debate about ſettling the African-Trade, is hard to Conceive, unleſs they hope under the 
Umbrage of Noiſe and Calumny to Carry their Point; which Methods, however well they 
may have ſucceeded in, and how much ſoever they may have been Indulged in here- 
tofore; The Company hope from the Juſtice and Wiſdom of the Preſent Houſe of Com- 
mons; That the Separate-Traders will be obliged when they appear before them to Con- 
fine all their Speeches and Arguments to the Nature of the Trade it's ſelf, or if They 
ſhall think fit to offer any thing againſt either the Management or Managers of the Pre- 
ſent Company, to bring good proof for what they Alledge, or elſe be Contented to be 
Reputed thoſe Ignorant, Selfiſh, and ill deſigning Men themſelves. 


As the Company have been ſo often, and Maliciouſiy Attacked by the Separate-Traders, 
both in their Eſtates and Characters, they think themſelves obliged to Declare fo much 
both in Deference to the Honourable Houſe of Commons, and ia Juſtice to themſelves; 
And as the Managers of the Company are entirely conſcious, that they have ever Acted with
